Daring the win- 
tor months no part of tho ocean is 
more perilous or dangtvrous to our 
commerce time the Oregon const. 


' Vessels caught in the fierce gales 


nnu storms which prevail here for a 
portion of tlie year are driven abont 
and often cast ashore and wrecked, 
thereby endangering the lives of 
many persons and causing great de- 
struction to property. 
The coast 


trade has grown to 
considerable 


magnitude aud is rapidly increasing. 
As there is no harbor or place of 
refuge for ocean vessels on the Ore- 
gon coast, south of Astoria, on th« 
Columbia riter, Capo Foulweather 
would seem to be the most suitable 
point at which to build o bre*J| 
•water for tho protection of oceia* 
vessels. There is a light-house 
the north nnd one to the south, <le-4, 
fining its position clearly in the 
/stormiest weather, and as there is an 
abundance of rock suitable for the 
•work near at hand, Capo Fonl- 
weather is one of tho most economi- 
cal aiid available points on the North 
Pacific coast for o place of rofnge 
for shipping during the storms that 
prevail for so many months- on this 
const. 


ASOTHKK OLD HULK GOJiK. 


The old paradoxical maxim "the 


longest way round is the shortest

some cape on the coast. The latest

THE . LAST LECilSLATUKE 


Passed an Act authorizing tho City 
of Oakland to build a bridge as pro- 
posed. The most important pro- 
visions of the bridge bill are these : 
It is provided that the cost of con- 
struction must not exceed $30,000; 
three Commissioners must be ap- 
pointed, who aro residents of and 
property-owners in the City of Oak- 
land, but who aro not interested ei- 
ther directly or indirectly ia any of 
the property described in the Act as 
property to be benefited, and des- 
ignated as property to be assessed 


in each plank. Not moro than 
one joint will be permitted in a 
bent, and where they occur in con- 
secutive bents no two joints must 
come opposite to each other. 


STEIKGEES. 


The outside stringers to bo twelve 


inches stjuaro and bolted to each 
cap with wrought-iron bolts twenty- 
two inches long and one inch in 
diameter.

The Council advertised for bids, 


and the only bid received was that 
of the Pacific Bridge Company of 
§30,000, which was accepted some 
three months ago. 
The bid was 


made conditional upon the City fur- 
nishing the Company the right of 
way. Up to the present time the 
City has been unable to comply with 
thiscondition,owingto the obstinacy 
of the person who owns the prop- 
erty on the west side of the Estuary 
contiguous to the proposed bridge. 
All the other property-owners over 
whose mud flats the structure is to 
be erected were perfectly willing to 
grant the right of way, provided 
the obstihate party referred to ~ould 
take the same course; if he would 
not, and the city was forced to con- 
demn his land, tlioy would assume 
the same attitude and compel the 
city to condemn their property also. 
This will involve a 


CONSIDERABLE EXPENSE 


Which will fall upon the city, aud 
cannot be borne by the $30,000- 
bridge fund provided for by the Act 
of the Legislature. 
Having failed 


to obtain the right of way by nego- 
tiation, so as to avoid the tedious 
and costly course involved in a re- 
course to legal proceedings, the City 
Attorney is now preparing to con- 
demn the land in question. As soon 
as this is accomplished, the contract 
will doubtless be awarded to the only 
bidders, the Pacific Bridge Com- 
pany, whereupon the Commissioners 
will be appointed, the assessments 
made and confirmed, and the bridge 
speedily erected. 


SPECIFICATIONS.

shorten the distance from the busi- 
ness center of Oakland to the busi- 
ness center of East Oakland ami the 
county road, still tlie bridge is an 
evident necessity, for it is an ac- 
knowledged fact that the Twelfth- 
street bridge is entirely too narrow 
to accommodate the wants of the 
public.
